At thig point in the meeting 
copies of a “general guide for 
planning and conducting hurri- 


t case preparedness meetings” were 


distributed to those present. 

Mr. Wm Tilson, moteorologict 
of the Mobile Weather Bureau, 
where the meeting was held, 
stated that after the disaster fol- 
lowing hurricane “Audrey” the 
Weather Bureau considered it ad- 
visable to conduct meetings along 
the Gulf Coast to discuss pre- 
paredness. 5 

Mr. Tilson stated that people 
should be educated to the fact 
that hurricanes can strike any- 
where along the Coast, stressing 
that one of the most important 
issues was correct communications 
between the Weather Bureau and 
State level people. 

“All attempts are made to put 
out the best informaion possible. 
Full cooperaion is received from 
the Navy, Coast Guard, and Air 
Force and other agencies. A ra- 
dar network, to be effective by 
September, is being installed 
from Maine to Brownsville. This 
network will give accurate cover- 
age of weather conditions and 
allow for better prediction of 
weather elements.” 

The speaker added that com- 
munications are most important 
and precaution must be taken 
to see that they do not fail. He 
emphasized that warnings must 
be given in the manner in which 
they could’ be clearly understood 
and heeded by the people. 

Mr. Tilson reminded that “the 
Weather Bureau had the very 
best coverage of hurricane “Au- 
drey,” yet there were complaints.” 
He added that people in low-lying 
areas were advisd to evacuate, 
when tides of nine feet were 
predicted, and that people- living 
at a four-foot elevation did not 
heed the warning because they 
thought the warning was for the 
coastal area.. 

“The Weather Bureau wants to 
be very sure that every commu- 
nity is strengthened as much as 
possible -in hurricane prepared- 
ness so that citizens will be cap- 
able of meeting the situation.” 

Mr. Tilson concluded his ener-

Hospital Situation Remains 


Same; Hope For Settlement 


A call to the King’s Daughters 
and Sons Hospital on Wednesday, 
brought no response, bearing out 
the supposition that the doors of 
the hospital are finally closed. 

The only remaining patient, 
who had suffered a cardiac ail- 
ment was removed to Foundation 
Hospital this week by members 
of her family. A nurse was on 
duty during the period in which 
this patient was attended. 

Lucien Gex, attorney for the 
Beard of Trustees of the hospital, 
stated that no further develop- 
ments ‘had ensued during the 
week and that the board had not 
authorized him to make any state- 
ment at the present time con- 
cerning the hospital situation. Mrs. 
Claudia Carrere, president of the 
hospital Board and other mem- 
bers of the board could not be 
reached. 

A letter received from the 
Mississippi Commission on Hospi- 
tal Care and printed in full con- 
tent in a previous issue, author- 
ized the addition of certain fa- 
cilities which would insure safety 
to patients. Permission was 
granted that the hospital could 
be re-opened immediately upon 
effort to put the recommendation 
into effect. 

An attendant has been placed 
at the hospital to insure safety 
to hospital property and to ad- 
mit those interested in making 
bids on the proposed improve- 
ments. 

The question of funds still re- 
mains a vital factor in the sit- 
uation. It is believed that certan 
benefactors are willing to con- 
tribute to the hospital’s financial 
crisis, and also that a body has 
volunteered to set up a house-to- 
house canvass for funds, but in 
the latter case, it was insisted 
that the Board of Trustees be 
expanded to include members of 
that body. 

A scanning of the by-laws of 
the Board of Trustees revealed 
that this procedure was not per- 
missible, at least until the by- 
laws could be amended. 

In the meantime a proper and 
conclusive solution is being 
sought, which, it is hoped, will 
re-open the hospital quickly and 
permanently.

Charges of assault and battery 
were quickly switched when Pom- 
alone Ladner, 51, who was shot 
by his son, died Monday morn- 
ing at 6 o'clock. 


The victim was shot by his 
fifteen year old son, Weston, last 
week, when an argument ensued 
relating to the use of the family 
car.

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L&N, Commuters Fail 
To Agree At Meeting 


The latest effort to solve the 
dispute between the L&N Railroad 
and the Commuters Committee 
met with failure when a meeting 
was held-Wednesday in the as- 
sembly Room at the Union Station 
in New Orleans. 


Maurice Artigues, chairman of 
the commuters group stated that 
“no conclusion was reached after 
a long meeting.” 


A small ray of hope remnine 
for the commuters group whe: 
W. G. Whisettt, assistant to th. 
president of the L&N, consenten 
to let the present operation con- 
tinue, without a raise in fare, 
at least until another meeing can 
be arranged sometime in Septem- 
ber. 


Whitsett, spokesman for the 
railroad claimed that the railroad 
is expending approximately $2.50 
a day per passenger on the com- 
muters train which operates be- 
tween Ocean Springs and New 
Orleans. “What other commodity 
offers such a_ service to the 
public?” he questioned. 


He said that the railroad has 
never been unwilling to continue 
the run but merely that the pas 
sengers should pay for it rather 
than have it run at a loss to the 
railroad. 

Artigues argued that the rail- 
road has not expended any ef- 
fort in keeping the commuters 
train running or encouraging its 
use He reported that his com- 
mittee had met on two occasions 
to survey means of eliminating 
the $86,000 deficit at which the 
L&N operates its commuter train, 
while at the same time assuring 
continuance of the commuters 
train.

in the early fall when Dean Victor 
Coulter relinquishes this position 
to return to teaching as professor 
of chemistry. 

Dr. Lewis wae harn in Forest, 
Miss, the son of the late Rev. 
Benjamin F. Lewis and Mary 
Otkin Lewis. Rev. Lewis, a Meth- 
odist minister, was one of the 
most lovable and revered mem- 
bers of the South Mississippi Con- 
ference; he was at one time in 
charge of the Methodist Orphan- 
age in Jackson Arthur's mother 
was one of the sweetest and most 
unselfish women who ever lived. 

Dr. Lewis is an alumnus of the 
University of Mississippi: he earn- 
ed his B.A. degree with distinc- 
tion in 1923, his Master’s degree 
here in 1925. He was awarded the 

Ph.D. degree by Johns-Hopkins in 

1 1930. Arthur worked on his doc- 
torate during 1927-1930 while he 
held a full-time position with the 
U. S. Bureau of Standards, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

He was employed by the Bureau 
of Standards fer ten years imme- 
diately prior to returning to the 
Ole Miss campus in 1936 to join 
the faculty. He became professor 
of physics and astronomy in 1941 
and chairman of the department 
in 1952. During the past ten years 
Dr. Lewis has served as consult- 


For some time Dr. Lewis has 
been engaged in research and 
development in the field of elec- 
trical instruments and electricg} 
measuring techniques. Within re- 
cent years he has been working 
jointly with several of his col- 
leagues on certain aspects of 
atomic radiation, studying the ef- 
fects of neutron bombardment on 
electrical and magnetic properties 
of various copper and nickel alloys. 

He is a member of several 
learned societies, including the 
American Physical Society, the 
American Association of Physics 
Teachers, and he is a Fellow of 
the American Academy for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Dr. Lewis’ wife is the former 
Alma Gochenour of Virginia. The 
Lewises have four children: 
Arthur, 25; Mary, 23; Roger, 22; 
and Leighton, 18. Arthur, Mary 
and Roger haye all graduated 
from the University of Missis- 
sippi; Leighton will enter Ole 
Miss in the fall 

Dr. Lewis will take up his new 
post on the 109th anniversary of 
the founding of the College of 
Liberal Arts, the oldest and larg- 
est division of the University. 

It is made up of twenty-three 
departments, ranging from an- 
thropology, art, archaeology and 
astronomy to the natural sciences, 
music, speech, languages, home 
economics, journalism, and math- 
ematics. Operated as a vital part 
of the College are the three ROTC 
units of the Army, Navy, and the 
Air Force.
